In Ottawa today the 
Defence Department- announced | 3 
that, ‘vapancies inthe. Canadian | #3 
Active Service force at present 
number 5,932, of which 45 per 
cent are for specialists. 

The course of active operations 
in the theatre of war will con- 
tinue to determine the need for 
men and active recruiting Will be 
resumed the moment more men 
are needed, the nouncement 
said. Specialists needed now are 
Signallers, motor truck drivers, 
tradesmen and others 

Only military districts still in 
need of substantial numbers of 
volunteers are No. 2, with head- 
quarters at Toronto; No. 4 at 
Montreal and No. 12 at Regina. 

Forming 60 per cent of all the 
Wacancies in the C.A.S.F., Toronto 
still needs 1,800. men and Mont 
real 1,681. In Saskatchewan there 
is room for 859 men. 

In the six weeks which saw the 
retreat of the Channel ports of 
the British Expeditionary Force, 
the Dunkerque ‘evacuation and 
the collapse of France more than 
50,000 men enlisted in the C.A.S.F. 

With the ranks of the 3rd and 
4th divisions practically full, the 
task of training and equipping 
them for war will proceed with 
all possible speed, the announce- 
ment said. A small but continu 
ing number of recruits still will 
be required to reinforce the di- 
visions in the.field.
